ATLANTA, Nov. 5.—William 8. Co- 
burn, attorney for the Simmons faction 
ef.the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
and a prominent figure in a series of 
sensational events involving that organ- 
ization, was shot four times and killed 
while he sat in his office in the Atlanta 
Trust Company Building at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon by Phillip E.. Fox, pub- 
licity representative for the ‘Imperial 
u and editor of The Knight 
Hawk, official organ of the Evans fac- 
tion. 

After hurling his revolver to the floor 
of the attorney’s office, Fox ran to the 
tloor below, where he was caught by 
George C. Sphénce, an attorney, and held 
until a policéman arrived from his beat 
on tſie street below’ to arrest him. 

According to the policeman, Fox de- 
clared that he was glad that Coburn was 
dead. 

“I ma} hang for this,” he is quoted as 
saying, Put he was planning to ruin 
me and I had-just ag soon’ be hanged * 
for him to have ruined me.’’

The farmer’s property is mostly real 
and cannot elude the tax gatherer as 
well as taxes on invisible property. 
Moreover, the farmer suffers from 
tax-exempt securities, whose issue 
deprives’ him of assistance by invest- 
ment money. Taxes and wages rank 
chief. among the reasons why farm 
production -costs are so high that the 
fdrmer has scant profits. The coun- 
try’s tax. bill, Federal .and local, is 
seven ‘billions, compared with two bil- 
lions: in- 1913. State taxes and local 
taxes are more than doubled. The 
ratio of taxes to national income is 
over:12 per cent., against 6 per cent. 
in 1913, or $64 per capita ——— $17 
in 1913.

In his later years the. career of 
SAMUEL WaALKER MCCALL was not 
equal to his intellectual powers and 
his long-proved capacity for public 
service.

His ambition was balked, 
immediately by the machine, essen- 
tially by his own character and con- 
victions. He was always a good deal 
of an independent. For twenty years 
he was one of the most @rilliant and 
respected members of the House of 
Representatives.

This generation has, largely forgot- 
ten the\ho@orable fame he won, his 
many quiet achievements.

First Regiment Armory here tonight. 
Thompson crumbled to the canvas in his 
own corner after a steady batteding 
from the flailing fists of Wills, a withér- 
Ing bombardment of assorted blows. to 
the body and face which Wills opéned 
in the first round and continued until 
the Missourian was flat on his face on 
the ring floor. 

For three rounds Thompson withstood 
the terrific assault of the man who ‘is 
recognized as the leading contender for 
Jack Dompsey’s title. For three rounds 
Thompson held his feet in the face of 
an assault which would have crushed 
a less hardy individual. Not until the 
fourth round did Thompson crumple un- 
der Wills’s vicious blows, and whert he 
did go down the Missourian pluckily 
regained his feet at the count of eight. 
He was thoroughly beaten, however. 
Everybody in the vast crowdevhich wit- 
nessed the bout knew it was only a 
question of minutes—almost seconds—be- 
fore the Missourian would go down to 
stay. 

Wills, too, knew this, for, as soon as 
Thompson regained. his feet, he was 
battered across the ring again under the 
pile-driving’ blows of Wills, Backed 
nst. the ropes. his back figuratively 
a ee | the wall, Thompson made as if 
to beat off Wills’s desperate effort for 
a knockout, but Wills crashed him with 
a succession of cights and lefts to head 
and body. and en broke through 
Thompson’s guard cleanly with a long 
left and a long right to the jaw, and 
‘Thompson pitched forward on his face, 

— ills’s knees in his descent.

Wills a Disappointment. 


In its significance as a demonstration 
of Wills’s qualifications to be regarded 
as a successor to Jack Dempsey, the 
bout was a disappointment. This is to 
say that Wills was a disappointment, 
for Wills. was the whole bout while the 
men were in the ring. Wills disap- 
pointed in his demonstration of hitting 
prowess. Making allowances for ex- 
traordinary ruggedness in Thompson, 
there was disappointment, nevertheless, 


for from the time the bout started Wills 
had his rival at his mercy and battered 
away uninterruptedly at Thompson’s 
face, head and body, 

After two extremely trying rounds, 
Thompson ‘actually stuck out his jaw 
as an unprotected target for Wills’s fire, 
and Wills landed repeatedly with long 
lefts, left hooks and lon * — 
but not one of the punches, bag 
of them landed cleanly with wills’ s full 
force ce of them, could knock Thomp- 
son off his feet. 

As a matter of fact when the finish 
came Thompson did not appear as if he 
was hurt. Rather it appeared as if he 
was. seeking the respite of a nine-count 
from the fury of ilis’s attack.
